D IPHTHER IA  IMMUNIS AT  ION . 

During  the  first  half  of  the  year  53  children  under  5 
were  immunised.  26  children  were  given  a "Boosting”  dose. 

Our  scheme  has  had  very  satisfactory  results;  records 
show  that  over  80 % of  the  "under  fives"  were  treated.  This 
is  a very  fine  achievement  in  a district  where  the  population 
is  so  scattered  and  distances  to  travel  are  considerable. 

SCABIES 

'5'  cases  were  treated  during  the  first  half  of  the 
year.  The  Clinic  at  Thurnby  Grange  was  closed  on  July  5th, 

1948,  and  the  responsibility  for  the  treatment  of  this  disease 
has  now  passed  to  the  Regional  Hospital  Board.

During  the  year,  28  samples  of  drinking  water  were  taken 
from  wells  for  bacteriological  examination.  Five  of  these  proved 
to  be  suitable  drinking  water  whilst  the  remainder  were 
unsatisfactory.  In  two  instances,  as  a mains  supply  was 
available,  the  wells  were  closed  and  a piped  supply  laid  on. 

With  regard  to  the  remaining  cases,  as  there  was  no 
alternative  supply  available,  the  users  were  advised  to  boil 
the  water  and  in  five  instances  the  wells  were  cleansed. 

The  progress  made  with  regard  to  schemes  for  supplying 
mains  water  in  various  parts  of  the  district  is  as  follows: -
